SECRECY VEILS THE AFFAIR

'
Cementing of Progressive-Republica- n

Forces Part of New

Strategy to Defeat Wilson.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.- -A plan to nom-

inate Colonel Theodore Roosevelt for
President on the Republican ticket In
19tfi. and to bring about a coalition be-

tween tho Republican and Progressive
parties. Is believed to have been dis-

cussed by several leading men at a pri-
vate dinner given recently bv Judge
Klbert H. Gary In his homo, 850 Fifth
avenue.

The news of this dinner, which was
surrounded with the utmost secrecy,
has lust come out. nnd has set the po-

litical world talking. Not one of the
men who are known to have attended
llie dinner 111 discuss It one way or
the other.

Tt was learned that among those
present were August Belmont. George
!'. Baker. Jacob H. Schiff. Judee Gary.
George V. Perkins. A. Barton Hepburn,
George B. Cnrtelvou. Frank A. Bander-li- p.

Cornelius Vanderbllt. F. W. Whlt-rldg- c.

K. B. Kellogg. Daniel Guggen-
heim. C. A. Coffin. Hcnrv Walters, R.
V. Lindaburv. B. C. Converse, C. II.
Mackav. nnd Theodore Douglas Rob-
inson, nenhew of the conolel, who re-

signed ns progressive State chairman
of New york to reenter the Republi-
can fold

About Twenty Present.
It was learned that there were In all

about twenty persons present. Including
several prominent Republican leaders
nnd two Progressive leaders. The
names of all, however, could not be
learned.

Color was given to the belief that
the meetlnc was railed for this pur-
pose bv tho fact that Gov. R. Living-
ston Beeckman. of Khnde Island, ac-
cording to i' report, u few days before
the dinner saw Colonel Roosevelt and
told him that he must be the Republi-
can candidate In 1916.

On Friday afternoon, according; to
Information learned today, Medill

The only drawback In the plan, c
cording to the report, was the atti-
tude of the "reactionary" lealeri
within the Republican party, who, "t

Gary and Belmont Reticent.
When Judge Gary was reached by

telephone he positively refused to
discuss what occurred at the dinner.

"I Won't talk nbout It at all." he said.
"T usually talk pretty freelv to the re-
porters, but I cannot discuss this
malter "

"Wo have bocn Informed." he was
told. "that. In addition to Colonel
Roosevelt. August Belmont. Jacob II.
Schiff. George F. Baker and George W.
Perkins were present. Is that true?"

"I must refuse to discuss the ma-
tter" was his answer.

August Belmont was equllly reticent.
"I cannot dixcuss that." he said.

"I rannot something that hap-

pened In another man's house," was his
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statement, "t was there, but I cannot
talk aobut It."

Tho belief Is confidently expressed,
however. In political circles that this
dinner Was tho beginning of peace ne-
gotiations between the ProgrcAslvca and
the Republicans, which would result in
ail attemnt to nnmlnntn Roosevelt on the

I Republican ticket.
Big Object to Defeat Wilson.

A woll known politician said:
"Tho Republicans, uiiIcsh they can

prevail upon Justlco Charles D. Hughes
to run," are without a man sufficiently
well known or popular enough to make
tht defeat of President Wilson certain.
Therefore, It Is only natural to assume
that tho Republicans, anxlotis for vic-
tory, would look toward Colonel Roose-
velt, whose personality and populailty
are as groat as ever.

"The attitude of Colonel Roosevelt
concerning our foreign relations must
also be taken Into consideration as
furnishing a reason wh' the Colonel
could be prevailed upon to accept such
a plan. He Is bitterly opposed to tho
foreign olloy of the Wilson adm'nlstra- -

,'tlon. as his public statements havo
shown, and his desire to be In a post-

ilion to alter the present policy. Is. I

helleve. strong enougn to inauce mm iu
agree to a plan to brlntc about a coali-
tion of forces."

Coionel Roosevelt would not discuss
the dinner, calling It "a private affair."

'PARENTS FIND GIRL
SLAIN IN BEDROOM

Two Young Men Held Following

Mysterious Tragedy
at Night.

PARIS, Ter., Dec, IP. Aliss Paulino
Walton, a seventoen-yenr-ol- d girl, was
found by her father In her room yester-
day with her throat cut. It Is believed
that she was murdered. Two young
men are held In connection with the
case.

The onlv door to the girl's room opens
into her parents' bedroom, and they fcay
thev heord no one enter.

There Is a window In the room with
a screen which fastens Inside. This
screen was found a ihort distance from
the house. A man's footprints woro
discovered under the window. The
parents declare they were aroused by
the girl's screams and found her dying
on the bed.

There was evidence of a struggle.
Much of the girl's hair hod been torn
from her head.
